One of the enjoyable features of the 
Kentucky Press Aaaociation meeting last 
week waa the excursion to Pineville, the 
county seat of Bell County. The Lonis- 
vilie anil Nashville Railroad Compsny 
tendered the members a apecial train. 
Mr. John H. Millikin, district passenger 
agent of the company, was in charge. 
Mr. Millikin is one of the cleverest and 
aaoat polite aad obUgtag fellowa the press 
gang ran across last week, and he left 
nothing undone to make the trip as pleas- 
ant as possible. 

Pineville is almoat due south of Mays- 
ville, and is some ten or fifteen miles 
from the Virginia and Tenneasee line. It 
can now be reached in one day'a ride 
from this city by taking the early train 
on the Kentucky Central to Lexington, 
thence the Cincinnati Southern to Junc- 
tion City, thence the Knozville branch 
of the Louisville ami Nashville to Onrbin. 
From thia point the Cumberland Valley 
branch of the LoaisvIIle aad Nashville 
will land one at Pinoville betweOB 6 aad 
7 o'clock iB the evening. 

The special tiaia with the aewspaper 
crowd on board left Danville last Thurs- 
day afternoon about 2 o'clock, and arrived 
at itadeatiaatioa aoaia ioar or Ato hoars 
later. 

Much has been heard of this little 

mountain town in the past year or two, 
but if one goee there at present expect 
lag to Had aaaeh at a dty be ia doomed 
to be disappointed. There is undoubt- 
edly a bright future, however, in 
atora for MwvlHa. Ita altaatloa ia one 
of the most picturesque imaginable. 
Pine mountain at this point seems to 
have beea rent in twain by some giant 
force in the ages gone by, and through the 
narrow, rocky defile the Cumberland 
river flndaa passage in a northerly course 
and then acroas the valley and to the hill 
beyond where it takes another eudden 
turn and flows almoat due west. Pine- 
ville is at the baae of the mooatain, with 
the riTor on the east and north aad the 
plateau on the west. "Mount Occident" 
towers np to an altitude of about 1,200 
feet imtaedlately at the eonth. TIm aide 
of the mountain is almost sheer up, and 
the view from the summit of "Mount 
Ooddent" is prononnced one of the graod- 
est to be seen. 

The "old town" ia situated in the nar- 
row defile ol the monntain gorge men 
tioned before, and on either side of the 
dirt road that winda along the river. The 
baBdingain thia part ore all Inuae, and 
the moat of them are one-atory stsaotorea. 
The only public buildings are the toart 
house and the icbool house. An exami- 
nation of teachers waa in progreaa at the 
school honse Friday, and the room was 
crowded. Most of the applicaata were 
young men. 

The "new town" is located la the val- 
ley heretofore mentioned. A number of 
handsome frame buildings of modem 
architeotare have beea eompMad, among 
them being those occupied bj the Pine- 
ville iBank, the People's Baak aad the 
Piae Moaataia Iroa and Goal Company. 
Other buildings are going up, most of 
them buaineaa houaea. The finest build- 
ing la tha place at praaent ia the Pine- 
ville Hotel, built at a cost of $25,000. It 
is a three-etory frame structure, of band- 
Bomedeaign, elegantly furnished through- 
out, and provided with water, gaa and all 
modern conveniences.. The hotel would 
do credit to any city in the State. Dur- 
ing their atay in Pineville the members 
of the Press Association were guests at 
this hotel and fared in sumptuous style. 
The proprietors left nothiag ondone that 
would tend to add to the comfort and 
pleasure of tlieir visitors. 

Tlie contract has been let for the erec- 
tion of a new court honse, and work will 
probably be commenced this week. The 
building will be put up on the public 
square ia the oeatar of the new town. It 
is to be a three itory baildiag, of attract- 
ive deaiga, aad whea it ia oompleted Bell 
County can boaat of oaa ol the band- 
Bomeat court houses in the State. 

The valley has been platted and laid 
ofi' into streets, alleys and town lots, and 
the price these lots command shows that 
the owners have their eyee on the com- 
ing boom. 

A flue iron bridge has just been com* 
pleted aeroaa the Oamberiaad rirer, at a 
cost of several thousand dollars, by the 
King Bridge Company, of Cleveland, O. 
The main apan of tha bfUlia k iboat 260 
feet in length. 

Oiber improvements are being made. 
There ia one aaw mill in the town, and 
one aaw aad piaaiag aiiU a mile and a 
half above fba towa oa the river. Aaother

This road passee through 
Pineville and is to ho extended on to 
Cumberland Uap, a distance of fourteen 
milea forUier south. The grading is al- 
ready completetl a mile south of the 
town, and Mason, Rosser A Rinehart 
were given the contract for the rest of the 
work Uat week. The members of this 
firm were at Piaerllla laat Saturday pre- 
paring to place a big force of hands 
along the route. The aame firm ia en- 
gaged In bdldlag the tanael at Onmber* 
land Gap to let the road pass through to 
Virginia, when coonectioB will be made 
with other roads for the sea eoaat. 

Pineville's growth promises to be pba> 
nomenal during the next decade. The 
rich coal and iron deposlta and the vaat 
timber area of that section an boond to 
attract capital. Indeed they an alnady 
drawing men of wealth to that section, 
and the development of these vast re- 
sources is certain to follow in the course' 
of a few years. One railroad is there 
now, and others will follow, and the rail- 
road is the one thing that has been needed. 

As has been heretofore stated there is 
undoubtedly a bright future in atore for
